PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  iildermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Dorough  of  Hertford, 


Your  v7 or  ship,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Hertford  for  the  year  ending  3'1  st  December,  1967* 

In  general  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  good  apart 
from  a Measles  Epidemic,  amounting  to  306  cases  vdiich  occurred  in 
the  first  tv/o  quarters  of  the  year. 

Early  in  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Winter  Vomiting  or  Epidemic 
dastro-Enteritis  caused  some  concern  before  the  diagnosis  of  Food 
Poisoning  could  be  excluded,  Ho?/ever  the  negative  bacteriological 
findings,  the  clinical  aspects  and  the  rapid  resolutions  of  the  cases 
led  to  the  conclusion  that  a viral  agent  v/as  responsible.  Some  space 
in  the  text  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  a description  of  such  viral 
infections  which  unfortunately  seem  to  be  rather  prevalent  in  the 
South-East, 

There  was  a fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  a slight  rise 
in  the  number  of  live  births.  Out  of  the  137  deaths  at  all  ages  32 
occurred  between  the  ages  of  80  - 89,  while  9 were  over  the  age  of  90, 
the  oldest  being  96. 

On  the  other  hand  the  population  increase  was  one  of  the  smallest 
for  years,  amounting  to  only  100.  This  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  21 A v/hile 
the  outward  migration  ammounted  to  114. 
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Apart  from  mentioning  ripidemic  G-astro  - ilnteritis  both  in  the 
Preface  and  the  Text  of  the  report  there  is  little  that  calls  for  comment 
here.  This  of  course,  is  the  ideal  for  a Public  Health  Department  v/hen 
the  routine  work  can  pi'oceed  smoothly  and  v/ithout  interruption  by  any 
cxramatic  events.  This  routine  work  is  ably  and  efficiently  carried  ouu 
by  Jlr,  Peck  and  Mr,  Blowes  to  v7hom  my  thanks  are  due.  During  the  year 
Mrs.  Ne7?man,  the  Clerl/heceptionist  left  and  I v/ish  to  record  my  apprecia- 
tion for  her  excellent  work.  Her  place  has  been  taken  by  Mrs.  uav/ton. 

I wish  once  more  to  express  ray  appreciation  of  the  continued 
interest  shown  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  their  Chairman  in  every 
aspect  of  the  Departments  many  duties  vThile  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  other 
Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation.

The  population  grovrth  in  the  past  year  has  shov/n  a disappoint- 
ing do\vnv/ard  trend,  the  increase  being  only  100  as  compared  with 
240  the  previous  year.  The  actual  figures  are  18,560  for  1 966  and 
18,660  for  1967*  The  natural  increase  - or  in  other  v;ords  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  - amounts  to  the  satisfactory  figure  of  214, 
but  this  means  that  the  outward  migration  or  persons  who  have  left 
the  Borough  has  amounted  to  100,  ■•/hen  we  consider  that  the  population 
increases  in  1 963  and  1 964  viere  620  and  680  respectively,  the  196? 
figure  does  not  give  much  cause  for  satisfaction  despite  the  aclcnow- 
ledged  fa,ct  that  the  present  financial  state  of  the  country  does  not 
permit  of  building  on  a large  scale. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  6,038  to  6,185,  "the 
number  of  houses  per  acre  remained  at  1,6^ the  number  of  persons 
per  acre  i-emained  at  4.8,  and  the  number  of  persons  per  dwelling  fell 

front; '3*1  to  3.O, 


.statistics^ 

The  number  of  live  births  rose  from  339  in  1 966  to  351  in  196? 
this  giving  an  increase  of  1 2 compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
standardised  live  birth  rate  was  18.25  compared  v;ith  the  County  figure 
of  15*5  and  the  rate  for  Tlngland  and  //ales  of  17«2. 

The  still-births  fell  from  2 to  1 giving  a rate  of  2.84  compared 
with  the  County  rate  of  12.46  and  the  rate  for  Lngland  and  7ales  of 

14.8. 


The  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  rose  from  3 io  7 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  19*94  compared  v/ith  8.83  the 
pi’evious  year.  There  fortuitately  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1967* 

Ifesaths  at  all  ages  fell  from  1 63  in  1 966  to  137  in  1967  giving 
a standardised  death  rate  of  8,15  compared  v/ith  9*78  in  I966. 

The  comparable  rates  for  the  County  and  Tlngland  and  //ales  were 
10.0  and  11  .2. 
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CAUSgS OF 

As  is  usual,  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  caused 
the  majority  of  deaths,  these  numbering  39  or  28.5  pei"  cent  of 
the  total.  Out  of  these  39,  21  v/ere  due  to  Coronary  Disease,  the 
youngest  being  in  the  35“45  ag®  gi'oup,  but  11  occured  in  persons  over 
the  age  of  75* 

Once  again  deaths  due  to  Malignancy  came  second  in  the  list 
numbering  3^  or  26.3  per  cent  of  all  deaths,  this  number  being  a 
reasonable  drop  from  last  years  figure  of  43.  Hov/ever,  the  cases 
of  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  remained  much  the  same,  being  7 against  8 
in  1966.  five  of  these  occured  in  the  55  and  over  age  groups. 

Deaths  from  vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  amounted 
to  16  of  -.7hich  9 Mere  aged  75  and  over. 

There  were  3 Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  and  deaths  from  other 
Accidental  Causes  numbered  4,  these  being  due  to  Asphyxia  in  a child 
of  2 months,  a Cerebro-vascular  Accident  in  a female  aged  , Post- 
operative Shock  and  Haemorrhage  in  a female  aged  71  , and  an 
Accidental  fall  in  a female  aged  73* 

The  7 deaths  in  infe,nts  under  1 year  were  caused  by  Prematurity 
(3) , Blood  Dyscrasias  (2) , Asphyxia  (mentioned  above)  and  Congenital 
Abnormalities . 

There  v/ere  7 deaths  in  persons  over  the  age  of  90,  two  of 
them  being  96. 

There  were  no  Suicides. 


INf^CTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  biennal  outbreak  of  Measles  which  numbered  3O6,  occxarred 
as  usual  in  the  first  two  Quarters  of  the  year. 

farly  in  1 967  a patient  who  had  been  admitted  from  lioddesdon 
to  the  County  Hospital  for  investigation  v/as  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Typhoid  fever  and  v;as  transferred  to  St,  .'inn's  Hospital, 
Tottenham,  fortuanetly  both  the  hospital  and  private  contacts 
remained  free  from  the  infection. 
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Infectious  Diseases  (Continued) 

3y  an  unfortunate  coincid.ence , hov;ever,  the  day  this  patient's 
condition  v;as  diagnosed,  an  outbreak  of  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting 
occurred  in  both  the  resident  ana  non-resident  staff.  This  led  to 
a rigorous  clinical  and  bacteriological  examination  both  of  the  patients 
concerned  and  of  the  "left  overs"  from  the  previous  days  meals.  The 
nature  of  the  syinptoms  and  the  completely  negative  bactei’iological 
results  quickly  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  outbreak  v;as  neither 
(a)  related  to  the  case  of  Typhoid  or  (b)  to  food  poisoning.  It 
v/as  diagnosed  as  an  outbreak  of  "Vinter  Vomiting", 

The  condition  knovm  variously  as  "bpidemic  Gastro  enteritis", 
"Intestinal  Flu"  , "iCpideraic  Vomiting"  ,"  ..'inter  Vomiting",  or  even  at 
times  as  "The  Bug",  appears  unfortunately  to  be  endemic  in  the 
South-bast  with  occasional  exacerbations  in  epidemic  form.  The 
greatest  frequency  is  betiveen  November  and  April  though,  u.s  stated  above, 
sporadic  cases  can  occur  all  tlirough  the  year. 

The  seasonal  incidence,  the  sudden  outbreaks  and  the  syiaptomax-ology 
suggest  that  viral  agents  are  responsible,  but  these  are  very  difficult 
to  isolate, 

A typical  onset  occurs  with  explosive  vomiting  at  intervals  of 
10-30  minutes  over  the  first  four  to  eight  hours.  This  then  uends  to 
diminish  spontaneously.  Diarrhoea  may  accompany  the  onset  or  begin 
6-12  hours  later.  It  is  not  as  severe  as  is  seen  in  the  Dysenteries. 
There  may  be  an  accompanying  lov;  fever  or  the  patient  may  be  ap^arexial. 

The  illness  almost  always  attacks  children  over  1 year  of  age, 
is  more  severe  betvjeen  the  age  of  1 and  3 and  tends  to  diminish  in 
severity  as  the  child  grows  older.  The  attack  is  generally  self- 
limiting,  lasting  1 - 3 days  in  tha  school  child  and  perhaps  only 
24  - 4B  hours  in  adult  life.  The  older  child  may  not  suffer  from 
diarrhoea  and  even  be  constipated  and  vomiting  may  be  the  only  salient 
feature . 

The  diagnosis  can  usually  be  made  v;hen  the  symptoms  occur  in 
children  over  1 year  of  age  with  typical  explosive  vomiting  followed 
by  diarrhoea  and  slight  fever,  during  the  v.'inter  months  and  especially 
v/hen  prevalent  in  a community  or  in  famdlies.  The  fact  that 
bacteriological  investigations  are  negative  is  an  additional  pointer. 

A similar  type  of  outbreak,  often  referred  to  as  "Summer  Diari-hooa" 
can  occur  in  children  generally  under  1 year  of  age  during  the 
summer  months  and  is  usually  associated  v;ith  bntero  viruses,  especially 
bCHO  and  bCHO^'^  Viruses, 
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TUBi^lKCUL  03 

At  the  iDeginning  of  the  year  there  v;ere  cases  on  the  register 
of  which  7 were  non-pulmonary.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  80 
of  'which  8 were  non-pulraonary.  Eight  new  cases  were  added  to  the 
register  and  tv/o  'were  removed.

Reference  to  these  Acts  is  always  made  in  every  Annual  Report, 

•with  special  reference  to  Section  A7«  This  may  mystify  readers  v'/ho 
are  unfamiliar  vvith  the  provisions  of  this  Section.  It  deals  with 
secui’ing  "the  necessary  care  and  attention  for  persons  who 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  livin^  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention." 

If  and  when  such  conditions  are  discovered,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  together  v/ith  the  jeatients  ovm  doctor  may  certify  to  the 
appropriate  authority  that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  person 
concerned  that  the3^  moved  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place 
to  prevent  injury  to  their  liealth  or  serious  nuisance  to  other  persons. 
7/hen  the  appropriate  authority  is  satisfied  as  to  the  circumstances, 
an  official  removal  order  is  made  out  for  the  patient's  transfer  to 
suitable  accorrimodation.  As  the  patient  has,, in  all  probability, 
already  refused  to  accede  to  persuasion  to  receive  proper  care  and 
attention  the  situation  then  generally  becomes  difficult  and  distressing 
to  all  concerned. 


It  is  therefore  no  matter  for  surprise  that  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  are  very  loath  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  these 
Acts  and  ax-e  happy  v/hen  they  are  able  to  report,  as  has  again  been  the 
case  in  Hertford  in  19^7,  that  no  such  contingency  has  arisen. 


FOODJTY&L^ 

O'ne  of  the  numerous  functions  of  the  Public  Health  department  is 
to  keep  a strict  surveillance  on  all  food  premises  and  food  handlers. 

The  fact  once  again  no  cases  of  food  poisoining  occurred  in  the  Borough 
indicates  how  well  this  supervision  has  been  car.^  ied.  out. 


MEDICAL  FOR  ItaHGrcAITS 

The  fact  that  'tlicre  o,re  fev/  immigrants  in  Hertford  has  not  imposed 
too  much  'work  upon  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  but  it  nevertheless  is 
an  additional  burden  upon  them.

The  matter  of  reduced  bus  fares  for  old  age  pensioners,  mentioned 
in  last  years  report,  v/as  finally  resolved  v/hen  London  Transport  agreed 
to  grant  a ten  per  cent  reduction  on  fares  provided  that  bulk  purchases 
of  tickets  Y/ere  made. 

Social  events  enjoyed  by  all  clubs  dYiring  the  early  part  of  the 
year  were  the  Old  Time  iiusic  Hall  Concert  by  the  Hertford  Dramatic  and 
Operatic  Society,  the  Mayor’s  Party,  and  a Concert  given  by  the  Students 
of  Ball’s  Park  Training  College,  In  addition  the  luinual  CliYirch  Service, 
Handicraft  Sxliibition,  and  Choir  Concert,  all  organised  by  the  Hertford- 
shire Old  Peoples  \7elfare  Council  Yvere  well  supported  by  the  members  of 
the  various  clubs. 

A week’s  holiday  at  Clacton  was  enjoyed  by  22  old  people  in  June. 

The  cost  of  transport  was  more  than  defrayed  by  the  Hertford  xiotary  Club,

As  the  Site  of  The  "Lvergi'een  Club"  will  probably  have  to  be  moved

A resumes  of  recent  published  work  on  Accidental  Hypothermia 
prepared  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v/as  circulated  to  the  Committee 
and  to  the  Old  Peoples  organisations. 

A film  festival  organised  by  the  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Committee 
and  held  on  the  2nd  Februar37-  was  very  successful  and  resulted  in  the 
recruitment  of  28  new  members. 

Police  Sergeant  Hill  was  nominated  to  represent  the  Comraittee  at 
meetings  held  by  the  Aastern  Accident  Prevention  Federation  and  the 
Hertfordshire  Group  of  the  Road  Safetj^  Officers. 

'The  R.O.3.P....  representative  reported  that  while  the  incidence  of 
accidents  on  the  whole  was  declining,  those  involving  children  and 
pedestrians  was  increasing.  He  appealed  for  support  for  the  See  and  Be 
Seen  Campaign  and  it  was  agreed  to  purchase  posters  and  give  publicity 
to  this  theme .

The  Office  for  the  Borough  of  Hertford  is  situated  in  the 
Castle  grounds,  (Tel:  Hertford  3926) 
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Hertford  is  served  chiefly  hy  the  Hertford  County  Hospital,  but 
also  by  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II  Hospital,  ' elv^m  G-arden  City.  Occasionally 
patients  are  admitted  to  the  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital,  Bishops  Stortford. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  St.  iuin's 

Hospital,  Tottenliam,  or  to  the  former  South  Lodge  Hospital  which  is_  nov; 

part  of  the  Highlands  Hospital,  v7orld’ s End  Lodge,  ’/'inchmox-e  Hill,  London  N.21. 


Western  House  Ware,  has  two  parts,  the  rlospital  and  Part  III  Accommodation. 

The  hospital  contains  87  beds  of  which  66  are  for  v;omen  and  21  for 
men.  It  is  anticipated  that  on  1st  April  1 968  the  hospital  will  have  to 
be  closed  for  fresh  constructional  \7or’k  and  then  the  patients  v;ill  be 
accommodated  in  other  hospitals  in  the  G-roup,  'with  the  majority  concentrated 
at  the  East  Herts,  Block  5,  'v/here  they  will  be  looked  after  by  Western  House 
ovm  staff. 

The  v/ork  to  be  undertaken  will  include  new  sanitary  annexes  and 
bathrooms,  shov/ers,  modernisa,tion  of  kitchens,  improved  heating',  extension 
to  day  rooms,  and  the  construction  of  concrete  ramps  from  the  first  floor 
to  the  ground  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  to  facilia/te  the  movements  of 
patients. 

Pai-t  III  Accommodation  remains  unchanged  and  can  cake  approximately 
190  persons  of  v'/hom  half  are  generally  males  and  half  females.  Increasing 
emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  reception  of  psycho-geriatric  patients 
who  require  special  nursing.

CBNSRAL  DEVELOPMENT 

There  v/as  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  housing 
units  completed  in  196?.  At  Sele  Farm,  240  houses  were  completed 
under  the  ''Y/impey"  scheme , of  v^hich  51  v/ere  sold  to  private  o'wners. 

A further  54  units  were  completed  at  Horns  Mill,  and  82  private 
houses  throughout  the  Borough,  making  a total  of  37^  units  compared 
with  200  for  1966.  Private  enterprise  housing  shov/ed  a substantial 
reduction,  82,  as  compared  v/ith  I30  for  I966. 

HERTFORD  30R0U&H  - Wi\TER  SUPPLIES 

YYater  supplies  within  the  Borough  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Lee  Valley  Water  Company. 

All  water  supplied  within  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  five 
Boreholes  sunk  in  chalk  at  Molewood  Road,  Wadesmill  Road  (2) , 

Hartham  Lane  and  at  Port  Hill,  all  these  boreholes  being  v/ithin  the 
Borough  boundary.  From  these  boreholes  sufficient  v;ater  can  be 
obtained  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town  for  many  years. 

The  lo\/  level  parts  of  the  tovm  are  supplied  via  the  reservoir 
situate  at  the  top  of  Port  Hill,  the  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of 
the  town  being  via  Bengeo  Tov/er,  though  pressure  in  the  mains 
supplying  the  high  ground  to  the  south  is  assisted  and  maintained 
from  the  high  level  reservoir  at  Hertford  Heath  (Little  Amwell) . 

Reports  on  v/ater  samples  taken  during  the  calendar  year  196? 
from  the  Borough  supplies  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  were  all 
satisfactory,  there  being  301  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  16  for  chemical  analyses.  The  samples  are  obtained  at  each  of 
the  various  stages  in  distribution,  from  each  of  the  pumping  stations, 
at  the  water  tower,  from  the  reservoirs,  and  as  it  reaches  the 
consumer.

SaYfA&S  DISPOSiiL 

The  activated  sludge  treatment  plant  at  the  Mead  Lane  Sewage 
Disposal  v7orks  has  continued  to  operate  efficiently  during  the 
year,  but  the  oldest  compressor  unit  finally  broke  down  from  old 
age,  and  the  Council  resolved  to  replace  this  with  a nev/  Codfrey 
notary  Blower;  at  the  end  of  the  year,  preparations  for  its 
installation  vrere  well  advanced,  and  completion  expected  by  about 
the  end  of  February,  I968, 

The  digestion  tanks  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily, 
the  average  pH  value  being  well  in  excess  of  7«0»  No  complaints 
of  smell  were  received  during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  no 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  raised  sludge. 

With  regard  to  sewerage  of  the  central  town  area,  Messrs. 
Mouchel  and  Partners  have  been  actively  engaged  in  a sevver  survey 
on  behalf  of  the  Borough  Council,  v/ith  the  object  of  reporting  to 
the  Council  on  the  best  method  of  eliminating  infiltration  and 
surface  v/ater  in  order  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements  for  the 
diversion  of  the  remaining  sewers  into  the  Middle  Lea  Drainage 
Scheme. 

Works  ?7ere  put  in  hand  to  clear  reported  deposits  of  silt 
in  the  sev^er  betv/een  Cowbridge  and  Gas  House  Lane,  and  since 
completion  of  these  v;orks  there  have  been  no  complaints  of 
floo<ling  in  Chambers  Street;  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
works  will  have  eliminated  this  source  of  complaint  during  heavy 
storm  conditions. 


Pd]FUSa  DISPOSAL 

The  Bulk  Hefuse  Container  Service  introduced  in  1 967  continues 
to  expand  slowly. 

During  the  year,  filling  of  Yatermill  Lane  Tip  v/ith  house- 
hold refuse  has  been  completed  within  the  limits  of  the  Planning 
Consent,  and  final  levelling  of  low  places  with  rubble  and  soil  is 
continuing  as  and  when  material  becomes  available. 

During  the  Autumn,  there  was  a gradual  transfer  of  household 
refuse  tipping  to  the  privately-owned  tip  off  Bramfield  Hoad, 

Some  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  latter  tip,  mainly 
in  respect  of  loose  paper  blovm  across  the  countryside,  and  your 
Public  Health  Officer  has  the  matter  under  constant  observation.

The  pool  is  provided  v/ith 
two  diving  spring  boards  of  3 metre  and  1 metre  heights,  and  is 
illuminated  v/hen  necessary  at  evening  time  by  twelve  500  watt  tungsten 
flood  lamps  mounted  on  steel  columns.  The  pool  contains  some  168,000 
gallons  of  water  continuously  filtered  through  horizontal  type  filters, 
chlorinated  and  subject  to  pH  control.

Infectious  Diseases  jind  ^ge^ne^;^!  Jire^yer^^iv£  ^nd__hea_lth  ^me_asj^^ 

With  the  continuing  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  the 
Borough,  only  a nominal  amount  of  time  is  now  required  in  connection 
with  thist  As  a compensation,  a number  of  visits  of  investigation 
and  follo'w-up  of  information  regardin_,  returning  local  residents  or 
travellers  with  a Hertford  destination,  who  have  been  in  contact  v/ith 
cases  of  typhoid  or  have  travelled  through  an  area  where  there  has 
been  an  outbreak,  are  now  required  to  be  m*ade.  The  reports  received 
from  the  Public  Health  uaboraties  in  each  of  these  cases  were  all 
fortunately  negative.  Notifications  from  ports  of  ari'ival  were  also 
received  and  followed-up  of  non-vaccinated  travellers  or  those  v/hose 
vaccinations  were  out  of  time. 

A number  of  notifications  were  also  received  from  the  County 
Health  Authority  of  long-stay  immigrants  arriving  in  this  country  with 
a Hertford  destination.  These  v/ere  all  followed-up  as  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  memorandum  to  local  authorities.  Of 
those  a,rriving  during  the  year,  one  half  were  from  India  and  the 
Far  East  and  the  remainder  from  various  of  the  European  Countries. 
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International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


During  the  year,  signatures  of  Doctors  were  authenticated  in 
the  prescribed  form  on  38O  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination, 
Although  this  figure  bears  no  comparison  with  those  for  1962  and  1 966 
T/hen  Certificates  were  required  for  certain  European  travel  as  a result 
of  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  this  country,  it  does  show  a continuing 
increase  over  the  years  since  1 952  v/hen  only  13  were  required  in  respect 
to  travel  outside  Europe, 


The  purpose  of  the  authentication  is  to  provide  proof  to  those 
health  authorities  abroad  who  require  it,  that  the  signature  of  the 
person  issuing  the  Certificate  is  that  of  a registered  Medical 
Practitioner,  The  authentications  by  this  department  are  in  respect 
of  the  signatures  of  doctors  practising  in  this  area  and  which  are 
well  knovm  to  the  department.

Although  some  visits  under  the  Act  were  made  dui'ing  the  year, 
no  official  action  by  this  authority  v;as  required  to  be  made  during 
the  year  under  review.

tffith  the  present  day  universal  use  of  residual  insecticides, 
v/hether  by  liquid,  dust  or  vapour,  the  number  of  infestations  dealt 
with  by  this  department  remains  at  a minimum,  though  the  occasional 
request  for  advice  is  still  received.  This  is  no  doubt  also  due  to  the 
considerably  improved  standards  set  out  and  maintained  by  the  majority 
of  householders  these  days. 


Litter 


The  occasional  litter-dumping  along  road  verges  in  the  more 
rural  parts  of  the  town  has  been  minimised  by  the  Council’ s free 
collection  of  disused  articles  of  a household  nature,  this  being 
separate  from  the  ’weekly  refuse  collection  and  mainly  concerns  more 
bulky  articles  such  as  mattresses,  bedsteads  and  furniture. 


srricultural  Premises 


The  Borough  being  urban  in  character,  it  naturally  follows  that 
the  number  of  "agricultural  units"  to  v/hich  the  Agricultural  Act  1956 
applies  is  limited.  The  sanitary  accommodation  available  to  the  workers 
at  the  farms  with  a majority  of  their  area  within  the  Borough  would 
appear  to  be  suitable  and  sufficient  bearing  in  mind  the  provisions  of 
Section  3 (3) • 
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Household  and  G-ardg^n  Pests,  Fly  Muisances,  etc . 

Requests  for  advice  and  assistance  in  connection  v;ith  the 
treatment  and  control  of  general  household  or  garo.en  pests  received 
by  this  department  continues  to  increase  year  by  year.  A number  of 
the  requests  come  from  the  nev;  estates  being  developed  in  the  district 
and  many  of  these  are  in  fact  associated  v^ith  the  re -development,  of  the 
land  and  the  disturbance  of  an  existing  insect  population. 

For  the  first  time  for  several  years,  no  complaints  v/ere  received 
during  the  late  autumn  of  localised  infestations  of  the  minute  cluster 
flies  (Chloropiaae)  as  they  swarmed  into  houses  or  buildings,  presumable 
having  largely  been  killed  off  by  the  weather  conditions  - though 
earlier  in  the  year  in  the  spring,  complaints  were  received  of  sv/arms 
of  cluster  flies  (Muscidae)  as  they  emerged  from  their  winter  hiber- 
nation in  lofts  and  roof  spaces.  V/ith  the  amount  of  open  country  and 
grassland  in  this  district,  a number  of  areas  are  subject  to  these 
various  cluster  flies  as  they  leave  their  normal  locations  in  the  fields 
in  autumn  and  swarm  into  suitable  shelter  for  their  winter  hibernation, 

With  the  number  and  variety  of  insects  etc.  encountered,  the 
assistance  of  the  Ministry's  Infestation  Control  Division  in  the 
identification  of  specimens  and  advice  on  control  measures  has  been 
much  appreciated. 

1 967  v/as  the  second  year  in  v;hich  the  Borough  Council  has  officially 
undertaken  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests  - this  work  previously  being 
carriea  out  on  a private  basis  by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator,  This 
service  is  now  included  and  operated  within  the  framev/ork  of  a rodent 
control  contract  entered  into  with,  a Servicing  Contractor.  149  complaints 
of  v/asps  were  received  and  dealt  v;ith  - a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  nests  in  the  area  over  the  previous  fe'w  years  and  due  to  the 
moderate  v/inter  through  which  a greater  number  of  hibernating  queens 
survived.  This  number  is  hov/ever  quite  moderate  when  compared  with 
those  of  other  parts  of  the  county,  and  could  well  be  the  result  of  a 
greater  coverage  by  complaint  of  the  previous  years  infestations  so 
that  a smaller  number  of  undiscovered  nests  remained  to  produce  queens 
for  the  year  under  review. 

Hertf ordshire  (iviusic _and._Dancing)  Regulations,  1 935 

Existing  licences  in  respect  of  1 9 promises  v/ithin  the  Borough 
were  renewed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  year  1967*  All  these  premises 
satisfy  the  Code  of  Practice  adopted  by  the  Borough  Council  having 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  premises  as  set  out  in  Regulation  5*  Routine 
visits  continue  to  be  made  to  these  premises  vvhich  include  - Halls  I4, 
Cinema  1 , and  Licensed  Premises  4. 
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Movable  Dyvellin^s  ^ Caravans . 

There  is  one  holiday  camping-car ivan  site  v/ithin  xhe  Borough, 
this  site  belonging  to  and  controlled  by  an  organisation  holaing  a 
Certificate  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  vdio,  by  reason  of  their 
ovm  caraping  rules,  are  exempt  from  the  similar  provisions  of  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  Act  and  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act, 

The  year  coimnenced  v;ith  Wo  operative  site  licences  v/ithin  the 
Borough,  both  being  in  respect  to  individual  caravans  on  separate  sites. 
Of  these,  one  is  for  the  occupation  of  an  individual  caravan  in  connec- 
tion with  the  constant  supervision  of  an  adjoining  road  surfacing  plant, 
occupation  of  which  is  limited  to  the  summer  months  during  the  time  the 
plant  is  in  operation.  The  oecond  licence  is  in  respect  to  a site  in  an 
enclosed  industrial  area,  and  the  planning  consent  restricts  the  occupa- 
tion to  that  of  the  residential  security  man. 

One  application  for  a Site  Licence  was  considered  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  in  December  19^7  and  agreed  subject  to  conditions  based 
on  the  Ministry's  Model  Standards.  This  particular  site  is  zoned  under 
Town  Planning  as  Public  Open  Space,  but  the  occupation  of  the  caravan  was 
required  for,  and  limited  by  the  town  planning  consent,  for  the  housing 
of  an  employee  required  to  be  permanently  in  this  particular  area  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  water  levels  and  operation  of  sluice 
gates  at  this  site.  The  use  of  the  site  is  limited  in  time. 

The  residential  use  of  caravans  in  connection  with  building  or 
other  operations  does  occur  within  the  Borough,  though  not  to  a large 
extent,  - this  use  being  exempt  from  the  normal  provisions  of  the  Act. 

There  are  no  Gipsy  Settlemonts  or  gipsies  temporary  or  overnight 
parking  sites  in  regular  or  occasional  use  which  are  situate  v/ithin  the 
Borough. 


Employment  AgencWs 

There  is  only  one  Employment  Agency  within  the  Borough,  this 
catering  for  Office  and  Shop  Workers  - the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  agency  being  in  accordance  with  Pa.rt  V of  the  County  Council  Act. 


Other  Pilling 


There  are  no.  Licensed  Premises  under  the  Act  v/ithin  the  Borough, 
but  there  is  one  Registration  in  respect  to  a factory  concerned  with 
Upholstery,  Carpet  Repairs,  etc.  During  the  year  under  review,  no 
work  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act  was  undertaken.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  Corporation's 
ovm  refuse  tip,  there  were  two  other  private  tips  within  the  Borough 
vjhere  Consents  \/ere  operative  in  respect  to  the  tipping  of  household 
or  other  putrescible  refuse.  Both  these  Consents  are  subject  to  the 
normal  conditions  relating  to  proper  control  during  tipping,  of  the 
materials  being  tipped,  of  the  prevention  of  nuisance  arising,  and  of 
the  re-habilitation  of  the  areas  when  tipping  is  completed. 


OM  Clay  Pits,  Hertingf ordbury  Mthough  use  was  made  of  the  tip 
v/hen  the  Consent  v;as  first  given,  no  regular  tipping  has  since  taken 
place.  No  use  of  the  pit  y/as  made  during  the  year  under  review. 


Bramfield  Road  Pit  Although  Consent  has  been  in  operation  for 
the  use  of  this  pit  since  1 961  , tippin,;,  of  household  and  other  refuse 
was  not  commenced  until  the  10th  April  196?. 

Some  initial  difficulties  were  unfortunately  encountered  when 
the  pit  was  first  brought  into  use  - mainly  arising  from  the  lack  of 
preparatory  yvorks  and  screening  ovying  to  an  unexpected  early  move  into 
this  particular  pit  from  another  similar  pit  in  the  area,  and  also  from 
the  fact  that  tipping  was  being  carried  out  immediately  adjoining  the 
roadyvay. 

As  with  similar  large  ojpen  tips  of  this  cype,  'litter'  nuisance 
in  the  area  y/as  occasionally  experienced  during  days  of  high  yvinds  or 
gales  when  the  yyinds  caught  the  paper  at  the  time  of  tipping  from  the 
vehicles  and  carried  it  over  the  screening  and  trees  on  to  the  roadv.’ay, 
though  every  enaeavour  vyas  made  by  the  pit  staff  to  collect  this. 

A certain  amount  of  littex’  occasionally  appeared  along  the  verges 
of  the  Bramfield  Hoad  in  the  vicinity  of  the  pit  after  being  bloym  off 
the  refuse  vehicles.  I'his  yms  fortunately  minimised  by  the  action  of 
the  pit  staff  not  only  in  ensuring  that  as  far  as  possible  all  dis- 
charged vehicles  v/ere  in  fact  empty  and  had  no  remaining  refuse  vdiich 
would  be  dislodged  or  blovm  off  as  they  sped  back  down  the  road,  but 
also  by  a i''egular  collection  from  the  verges  of  this  stretch  of  road- 
way by  the  pit  staff  themselves. 

On  some  three  occasions  durin^  the  summer  months,  outbreaks  of 
fire  occurred  after  tipping  had  been  completed  for  the  day,  and  appeared 
to  be  attributable  to  the  refuse  being  set  alight  or  fires  being  lit 
rather  than  from  natural  causes. 

G-enerally  hov/ever,  vvorking  conditions  on  this  new  tipping  site 
quiclcly  settled  doym  to  a reasonable  yvorking  routine  and  continued 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Additional  heavy  equipment  vyas  brought 
on  to  the  site  as  required  to  assist  in  ground  clearance  and  covering 
operations  etc..

Although  only  vary  fev;  visits  are  made  specifically  under  the 
Consumer  Protection  Act  1 96I , the  requirements  of  the  above  Regulations 
are  borne  in  mind  when  visits  are  made  for  other  purposes  to  premises 
where  portable  heaters  are  on  sale.  All  oil  heaters  seen,  either  on 
sale  display  or  in  store,  v/ere  found  to  be  marked  as  complying  with  the 
British  Standard  3300?  this  standard  being  the  one  on  v/hich  the  1 9^2 
Regulations  are  based,  v/ith  regard  to  portable  heaters  generally, 
the  Regulations  covering  the  construction  and  suitability  of  the 
fitted  guards  are  being  observed.

Although  these  Regulations  are  by  agreement  enforced  by  the 
Herts,  County  Counoil,  occasional  checks  are  made  to  see  if  helmets 
are  marked  as  complying  v/ith  the  appropriate  British  Standards.  There 
is  one  small  factory  in  the  Borough  whore  helmets  are  inanufactured  and 
where  official  production  samples  are  submitted  to  the  prescribed  tests.

Shop  in  the  Borough  was  renewed  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

Animal  Boarding  Sstablishments__lct  - There  are  tv;o  Licences  operative 
in  the  Borough,  one  being  a straightf orv/ard  licence  in  respect  to 
Boarding  Kennels,  the  other  being  in  respect  to  the  occasional  boarding 
of  animals  ancillary  to  a Veterinary  F’ractice,  this  being  in  addition 
to  those  animals  accommodated  for  treatment  or  other  purposes  connected 
with  the  practice.

Ril^VENTION  0¥  D.'m..&E  BY  PJSTS  ACT,  19^9 

The  Corporation  maintains  a rate-borne  rodent  control  service 
providing  free  treatment  for  rat  and  mice  infestations  at  all  private 
dwellings  v^ithin  the  Borough  by  means  of  a Contract  with  a Servicing 
Contractor  who  carries  out  all  necessary  disinfestation  v/orks  and 
treatments  at  private  dwellings  and  Council  properties. 

The  Operator  carrying  out  the  Council's  Contract  './ork,  also  carries 
out  all  other  works  of  Rodent  or  other  Pest  Control  undertaken  by  his 
firm  in  this  area,  and  therefore  is  able  to  maintain  a fairly  complete 
up-to-date  picture  of  the  position  as  it  affects  the  Borough.  Other 
trained  staff  of  the  Contractor  are  always  available  should  particular 
treatments  or  circumstances  require  their  help,  and  aduitionally  these 
personnel  are  al.vays  available  to  stand-in  during  holidays  or  sickness 
of  the  local  operator,  thus  providing  an  uninterrupted  b2-v/eeks  a year 
service.  Close  contact  is  maintained  bet’ween  the  Operator,  the  public 
health  department,  and  the  area  surveyor  for  the  servicing  undertaking. 

Although  by  Contract  Service,  routine  surveys  for  evidence  of 
infestation  are  not  carried  out,  this  is  now  probably  a minor  matter  as 
the  Council's  Rodent  Control  service  is  sufficiently  well  Icnovm  that  any 
rats  or  evidence  of  rats  or  mice  seen  are  normally  automatically  reported 
to  the  department.  Evidence  of  infestation  is  of  course  automatically 
looked  for  during  all  departmental  visits  for  other  purposes,  though 
not  as  a routine  survey.  Specific  requests  for  survey  in  restricted 
areas  have  however  been  undertaken  by  the  operator,  and  additionally 
the  firms  Area  Surveyor  has  assisted  as  a Technical  Expert  in  support 
of  informal  action  undertaken  by  the  department.

Of  the  above  I71  outworkers,  33  are  resident  within  the 

Borough,  the  remaining  1 38  being  in  the  area  of  A5  other  local 
authorities  - these  authorities  all  being  notified  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.
